The constant menace of fire to 
small children was again exemplified 
in Danville this morning when the 
two young sons of Mr. and Mr. F. 1>- 
Emerson, 120 Park Avenue, were 
painfully burned. 
In some way one 


of the children secured a smart! quan- 
tity of gasoline and not knowing of 
its" dangers, threw some of it into the 
open fire. The immediate flare back 
of the igniting fluid sprayed both 
boys with flames and their clothing 
caught fire immediately. Mrs. Emer- 
son wlio had left the room momen- 
tarily heard the screams and rushing 
in , at 
once attacking the 
flames 


She succeeded in tearing the clothes 
which had not fully ignited, 
from 
each child and by this prompt action 
unquestionably saved both children 
from injuries which might have re- 
sulted in death. 
Mrs. Emerson sus- 


tained painful burns about the hands 
and arms while she was rescuing her 
children.

His religious prejudices, also, were 
sa. intense that he had to have a 
vision on the housetop before he 
would receive a Gentile upon com- 
mon ground. 


The Gospel story, both in the New 
Testament, and in th<> records of the 
triumph of the Gospel in the Church 
is the story of how weak men, and 
proud men. ambitious men, like 
Peter, have been translate ) ."glihs 
Peter, have been transformed into 
humble, 
courageous saintly 
men. 
whom God has chosen for the out- 
working of his purposes. 


The beginning of Peter's irantfor- 


rnaCion was his meeting with Jesus. 
He did not understand -Tesus. but 
Peter with all his faults and weak- 
nesses was a sincere man. and he 


had this fine characteristic that he 
knew greatness when he saw it. 
This is not altogether a common 


quality in men. Our confessions

and 
ideals 


There are men who never acknowl- 
edge greatness in anybady. 
Better 


to think one's self superior to some 
others, if one knows otherwise one's 
inferiority, than to have a low esti- 
mate both of one's self and of one's 
fellows.

Peter, knew hi? master, and he 
was capable of whole-hearted aKe- 
gianr-e. 
What did he mean when he suid 


to Jefeus. "Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the livinsi God"? It is doubt- 
ful whether Peter was at this stage 
of h:s life much either o fa theo- 
logian, or of a metaphysican. 
But 
this confession meant that with all 
his heart and soul he yielded him- 
fce'.f to the mastery of Jesus. 
He 


found in Him all that was divine and 
glorious. 


In this heartfelt confession that 
constitutes the true recognition of 
Jesus. 
He cares little for the ac- 


knowledgment that is only from the 
lips. He reproached those of His day 
for calling Him. "Lord. Lord " whKe 
they failed to do the things that Ho 


!s Jesus different today 
Does he 


demund from us any les? real a r-on- 
fession and surrender of our lives? 


Is Jesus really divine to us? 
Do 


we yield to Him our lives and ser- 
vices as to the Lord of the realm of 
Love and Truth? 
"Thou art the Christ, The Son^of 


the living God_."
